Dog Licenses were due January 31st! 

Annual dog licenses renewals are due by January 31, 2023.  Licenses received after 

January 31st are subject to a $5.00 per month, per dog, late fee.  

The rabies vaccine expiration date must be past 

November 1, 2023.  If your dog’s vaccination expires 

before November 1, 2023, you must have your dog re-

vaccinated before submitting this application. The owner 

is required to supply proof of vaccination from the 

veterinarian.
